Subjects are bound 
to obey them ( that is, Governours ) as God's Miniſters, alto 
they be evil, not only for Fear, but alſo for Conſcience-fake : 
And here, good People, let us mark diligently, that it is not. 
lawful for Inferious and Subjects in any caſe, to reſiſt, and ſtand; 
againſt the ſuperiour Powers; for, St. Pauls words be plain, 
_ That whoſdever withſtandeth, ſhall get to themſelves Dammation. Our 
Saviour Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, received many and direrſe In- 
juries from the unfaithful and wicked Men in Authority; yet we 
never read, that they, or any of them, cauſed any Sedition or 
Rebellion againſt Authority: We often read, that they pati- 
ently: ſuffered all Troubles, Vexations, Slanders, Pangs, Pains, 
and Death itſelf obediently, without Tumult or Refiftance.. 
Chritt taught us plainly, that even the wicked Rulers have 


their: 
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their Power and Authority from God ; and therefore it is not 
| lawful for their Subjects to withſtand them, altho' they abuſe 
that Power, Let us believe undoubtedly (good Chriſtian Peo- 
ple) that we may not obey Kings, if they command us to 
do any thing contrary to God's Commandments ; in ſuch a caſe _ 
We ought to ſay with the Apoſtle, We muſt rather obey God 
than Man; but nevertheleſs, in that caſe, we may not in any
